Chief of Police Harry A. Ort this 
morning received a letter from the 
government englneeni at Dam 31, 
Firebrick, Ky., asking him to be on 
the look out for a man who had es- 
caped the Jail at Qulncy, Ky., who Is 
said to have In his possession a de- 
tachable row boat motor which was 
stolen from the government engineers 
at Firebrick dam. 

Only a few days ago four men es- 
caped from the Jail at Quincy, Ky., 
and they are supposed to have broken 
Into l) house In Qulncy after their es- 
cape and to have stolen Beveral ar- 
ticles of value from the government 
men at Firebrick. The authorities at 
Vanceburg were notified that the men 
were on their way down the Ohio rlv- 
«• In the motor driven row boat stolen 
from the dam. The Lewis county 
sheriff with assistants overhauled the 
men near Vanceburg and arrested 
three of them but the fourth man es- 
caped In some manner and he in sup- 
posed to have the motor as the spoils 
had been divided before they reached 
the Lewis county capital. 

It Is more than likely that If the one 
escaped convict who got by the Lewis 
county authorities Is Intending to keep 
on down the river, he has passed 
Maysville by this time but it Is the 
opinion of the officers that the man 
will leave the river and has probably 
already left the river. He may en- 
deavor to sell the motor In Maysville 
and if a detachable row boat motor is 
offered for sale In Maysville or this 
district the local police station should 
be promptly notified by telephone so 
that the man can be arrested and re- 
turned.

COUNTY'S ASSESSMENT IS R 
INCREASED THREE MILLION 

Committee Named II) Judge I'umell 
Is Able lo Reach Compromise 
With Hlate Tax Commission 
Hut Assessment Is In- 
rrcaseo l.urge 
Amount. 



County Judge H. P. Purnell and the 
committee of local business men ap- 
pointed by him to appear before the 
State Tax Commission at Frankfort 
Monday, met with considerable buc- 
cobs in that their arguments caused 
the commissioners to reduce tho pro- 
posed increase on our assessment but 
the increase made In the compromise 
will reach nearly three million dol- 
lars. 

It was proposed by the state body 
that Mason county should be In- 
creased nearly five million dollars 
over the assessment returned by the 
County Tax Commissioner which was 
the largest by several millions that 
Mason county has ever made but the 
local committee was able to show the 
state authorities that such an increase 
would be unjust. 

Mason county's total assessment as 
returned by County Commissioner 
Brady amounts to $21,723,559 and the 
compromise reached Monday in 
Frankfort Increases the assessment to 
approximately $24,423,559 which Is an 
increase of approximately $2,700,000. 
The committee is to be congratulated 
but the county is still assessed too 
high, It Is the general opinion.

ALLEGED FAKE STOCK 
SALESMANTO RETURN 
HEREJFOR TRIAL 

II. W. Norrls, Who Is Said to Have 
Heat Many Kenturklans Out of 
Several Thousands of Dollars 
>VIII Re Returned From 
Dayton, Ohio, For 
Trial Here. 

District Prosecutor B. S. Orannls 
arrived In Maysville this morning 
from Columbus, Ohio, where he had 
been to appear before Governor Cox 
and the Secretary of State to urge the 
honoring by that state of a requisition 
Issued upon thorn by Governor A. 0. 
Stanley for the return to Kentucky for 
trial of H. W. Norrls, who Is said to 
have been one of the most euccessful 
fake stock salesmen who has ever hit 
the state of Kentucky. 

It will be remembered that some 
time ago Norrls was in Maysville and 
made a big hit with the numerous In- 
vestors of this community. His story 
was that he owned more than a thous- 
and acres of coal land in Carter coun- 
ty, Kentucky, which he proposed to 
develop and the proposition was to 
organize a company here to take over 
and develop the lnnd. It Is said he 
promised the Mason county men the 
Presidency of the new company but 
they contended for the Secretary and 
Treasurer and this is where the plan 
balked. 

From here Norrls is said to have 
gone to Fleming county and there he 
succeeded In getting about fifteen 
thousand dollars. After harvesting a 
rich crop of dollars from there he 
went to Shelby county and succeeded 
In getting a good sized sum of money 
there. He then left for the state of 
Ohio and was not heard of for some 
time. 

The lOBers In Shelby and Fleming 
county became uneasy about their 
money and raised a fund to investi- 
gate. They found they had purchased 
stock In an air castle scheme and they 
immediately raised a fund to see if 
any of their money could be returned 
to them and if not to bring the pro- 
moter back to Kentucky for prosecu- 
tion. 

The Investigation made "by lawyers 
disclosed that the money was gone 
forever and a search for Norris was 
instituted. He was located at Dayton 
Ohio, some time ago and Governor 
Stanley was asked to Issue a requisi- 
tion on the Governor of Ohio for his 
return. 

District Prosecutor Gra'nnls was 
employed by the Shelby and Fleming 
county men who had lost their money 
In the deal and he has just returned 
from the capital of Ohio this morning 
after arguing the case with the offic- 
ials of that state. The requisition has 
been honored and Norris will be re- 
turned to Shelby county for trial un- 
der an indictment but before he is re- 
turned here it will be necessary, un- 
der the laws of the state of Ohio, to 
hold a sort of examining trial In Day- 
ton and witnesses wil be taken there 
for that examination next week.

WARRANT ISSUED FOR 
ARREST OF MINISTER 
ON DEACON'S REQUEST 

Pastor of Dullness Church Charged 
With a Hrearh of the Peace By 
One of His Most Prominent 
Members — 'Evangelistic 
( Singer Also Complain- 
ed Against 

Warrants were issued today In 
Squire Fred W. Bauer's court charg- 
ing Rev. J. C. Wakefield, pastor of the 
Apostolic HollnesB church and a Mr. 
McKelley, evangelistic singer, with a 
breach of the peace. The trials will 
probably be held tomorrow at the 
Court House. 

The warrants were Issued at the re- 
quest of Stanley Mltcholl, one of the 
deacons of the Apostolic Holiness 
church of which Rav. Wakefield is 
pastor. Mitchell mad* complaint to 
Squire Bauer that his pastor and the 
evangelistic singer came to the Mit- 
chell home on Sunday iand used lang- 
uage to him in the pesence of his 
wife and family tha was calculated 
to provoke a breach M the peace. It 
is said that the minister displayed 
considerable anger (toward Mitchell 
and caused quite an .excitement at the 
Mitchell home. 

The exact trouble will come out at 
the trial but It Is understood that the 
trouble arose when Mtchell objected 
to a certain local m,n occupying tlu 
pulpit at the Holiness church onr 
evening last week. Mitchell, it Is said 
contended that the man was not li- 
censed to preach, did not carry the 
necessary credential* of the denomi- 
nation to admit him to the pulpit am* 
therefore should not be allowed tr 
preach a Bermon for which he had 
been advertised. A revival meetine 
has been In progress at the Holiness 
church for several wicks and during 
the past week several various minis- 
ters have been preaching on various 
evenings. 

Mitchell's objection to this one 
man's preaching Is said to have 
caused the pastor of the church to 
become angered. 

When It became whispered about 
this morning that the warrants had 
been Issued considerable excitement 
was created over the city and espe- 
cially among the members of the Roll 
ness denomination. Thinking that pro- 
bably the case would be called this af- 
ternoon, quite a number of the mem- 
bers of the congregation gathered at 
the Court House this afternoon anx- 
ious to hear the evidence. 

Interest is running high. So far as 
is known this Is the first time In the 
history of the city that a warrant has 
been Issued for the pastor of any 
Maysville church. Members of the 
congregation seem to be separating 
into two cliques— one standing by the 
pastor and the singer and the other 
opposing them and upholding Mr. Mit- 
chell in his action. 

Both of the gentlemen In the case 
are looked upon as first class citizens. 
Rev. Mr. Wakefield came to Maysville 
about a year ago from Chicago hav- 
ing been in business In the Windy 
city. Since his coming to this city he 
has conducted himself lir a manner be- 
coming a minister and has made many 
friends. Mr. Mitchell Is recognized as 
one of the city's squarest, best and 
cleanest citizens. 

The final outcome of the case will 
be watched with much Interest.

Tho first arrest under the new state 
dog tax law was made yestorduy and 
last night the case was heard before 
Squire Fred W. Bauer aj the Court 
House.

Maysville and Mason county Is filled 
with no account curs upon which 
taxes have not been paid and the of- 
ficers will probably begin In the Im- 
mediate future the strict enforcement 
of the new state law. 

Because the law was new and the 
people did not thoroughly understand 
Its provisions, there has been no rigid 
enforcement but officers now believe 
that the people have had plenty of 
time in which to learn all about the 
laws requirements and they expect to 
enforce It In all of Its provisions. 

The people of the East end had been 
bothered several days by a worthless 
dog running at large. An Investiga- 
tion showed that the dog had not been 
licensed and the owner, Mr. John Mit- 
chell, an employee of the C. & 0. rail- 
road company, was summoned to np- 
pear In court. When he came to court 
ho was considerably distressed over 
the trouble his dog had caused and 
promised that the animal would he 
killed. I'pon this promise Squire 
Bauer dismissed the charge.

NEW PRICES ARE 
ON AS THE TAX BILL 
DECOMES LAW TODAY 

Price of Whiskey Greatly Increased 
With New Tax Going on Today- 
Other Prices to Advance. 

• 

President Wilson signed tho new 
$6,000,000,000 revenue producing bill 
Monday night. The tlmo was 6:65 
o'clock and this means the bill be- 
came operative at 12:01 a. m. Tues- 
day. 

Whiskey lsu't the only thing affect- 
ed by the new measure, but the way 
saloonkeepers and whiskey dealers 
had been urging patrons to buy be- 
fore the Increased tax started would 
lead to the belief, observers said, that 
nothing else was going up. 

The new revenue bill, when all sec- 
tions of It become operative, is ex- 
pcted to Increase tax returns In the 
Cincinnati district to $126,000,000 a 
year. About $85,000,000 was collectebr 
last year. 

Tho tax on 100 proof whlBkey goes 
up from $3.20 a gallon to $6.40 a gal- 
lon. WhlBkey of higher proof and 
that of lower grade advances propor- 
tionately. 

A quart of whiskey that cost $2 
Monday was advanced to $3 Tuesday, 
although the actual tax -increase was 
80 cents. 

Enormous sales were made up un- 
til late hour Monday, but there was 
plenty of whiskey left Tuesday. Much 
of It is in bonded warehouses and the ' 
tax is not payable until the goods are 
withdrawn. 

The tax on beer jumps rrom $3 a 
barrel to $6. The rate on cigars and 
cigarettes goes up, but dealers do not 
expect more than a cent advance on 
the higher-priced goods. 

The tax on champagne is doubled 
and so is that on other wines. 

Ginger ale, rootbeer, pop, mineral 
water and other soft goods will be 
taxed at 10 per cent, on manufactur- 
ers' sales, an incnease of 100 per 
cent. 

The revenue bill also provides for 
greatly increased taxes on Incomes, 
profits and many of the every day 
things of life. It also carries a pro- 
vision making the national capital 
bone dry. 

Some of the jrovisions, such as a 
higher tax on chewing gum and one 
on ice cream and sundaes will not 
be In operation until later in the 
spring.

GRANNIS IS OPPOSED TO 
NON PARTISAN JUDICIARY 

Commonwealth's Attorney «f Thin 
District Says Two Party Politic* 
Is Safeguard to Democracy. 

ThomaB B. Cromwell, tlie Cincinnati 
Enquirers' Kentucky political corre- 
spondent, Is each week carrying . let- 
ters from Judges and Commonwealth 
Attorneys giving their ideas of a non- 
partisan judiciary. 

This week Attorney B. S. Grannis, 
of this district expresses his opposi- 
tion to the plan in the following man- 
ner: 

"I am not in favor of the nonpar- 
tisan election of JudgeB or any other 
officers. Since the eight or seven 
commission settled a little controver- 
sy between two gentlemen by the 
names of Hayes and Tilden, when I 
was a boy, 1 have observed these so- 
called nonpartisan tribunals and 
never have known a Democrat to 
cease to be a Democrat or a Republi- 
can to change his faith by reason of 
being so selected. 

"Besides, the history of political 
trials in Kentucky does not warrant 
the implied assumption that a Judge 
is more likely to decide in favor of his 
political friends. Indeed, my obser- 
vation and experience is that there is 
greater danger that a Judge would do 
as Proctor Knott once told a Gov- 
ernor of Kentucky he was doing— 
'stand so d— d straight that he leaned 
backward.'

Courts leaves me strong in my 
faith that their Integrity rlseB so far 
above the minor infiuence of political 
association that the ill effect of par- 
tisan politics is negligible. If per- 
chance a petty politician sometimes 
obtains the cap and gown, nonpartisan 
elections will not prevent his kind 
from getting to the fore. It were bet- 
ter to cultivate the public conscience 
and make the nomination of poor ma- 
terial odolus. The checks and bal- 
ances of two-party politics are the 
greatest safeguards of a democracy 
and In a republican form of Govern- 
ment nothing can take their place. 
Record me 'agin' the whole scheme." 

The onion thrlps Is an Insect so 
small that it Is almost Invisible to the 
unaided eye, but it Is prolific, and the 
most serious menaco to the onion- 
growing industry of this country. It 
causes an annual loss to this crop 
alone estimated by specialists of the 
U. S. Department of Agriculture to be 
at least $2,250,000. Though the insect 
has a particular liking for onions, it 
preys upon other garden and truck 
crops, such as cabbage, cauliflower, 
cucumbers and melons, and also has 
a ravenous appetite for greenhouse 
and many ornamental plants,- particu- 
larly roses. To aid growers In identi- 
fying this Insect and preventing the 
losses for which it is responsible. 
Farmers' Bulletin 1007, "Control of 
Onion Thrlps." has recently been pub- 
lished by the V. S. Department of 
Agriculture,

RUSSIA 13,700 ON JAN. 1 

So, let Leader* Mill Take Figures to 
Peace Conference at Paris. 

Hetelngfbra, February M — Informa- 
tion reaches you* correspondent from 
1'etrograd that on Saturday at a sc- 
,rel sitting, the Soviet commissioner 
Of the Interior Mssovzky, reporting on 
the effects of civil war, declared thai 
up to January 1. the number of per- 
sons shot by orders of the extraordi- 
nary commission did not exceed 13.- 
00. No record was made of the num- 
bers shot in small towns and villages 
the local authorities avoided all 
bureaucratic methods and often acted 
>n simple intuition, IJssovzky ihe 
commissioner concluded: 

■With these figures In our hands we 
are going to the conference with the 
epresentntives of the Kntente govern- 
ments and shall show the whole world 
that the so-called Russian civil war 
has cost many less human lives than 
one small battle of the Imperialistic 
war." 

The general Oolshevlst situation is 
being complicated by tho exhaustion 
>f reserves of paper necessary for the 
ontinuation of their propaganda. The 
official organ of Pctrograd, the Pra- 
vda, utters a cry of alarm and admits 
the whole Bolshevist press will cease 
to exist In April because the paper re- 
serves In possession of the Soviet Is 
only 9.640 tons, while the minimum 
required to assure the continuation of 
the press to July 1 is more than 96,- 
400 tons. The importation of paper 
'rom Finland anil esthonla has entire- 
ly ceased, while the amount produce! 
n ithln Russia is negligible. 

Petrograd reports also say that the 
wife of Radek. leader of the Bolshe- 
vists in Germanv has been arrested in 
Switzerland. The Bolshevists declare 
that 10 Swiss Mibjects In Russia will 
be shot March 15 unless before that 
late and Mme. Radek la released.

Be RED DISTRICT 

Expert Poultry Man From Stale I HI- 
verslty Fosses Many Compliments 
On Mason's 

Hon System. 

(Hy County ArchI (Jeorge Kirk.) \ 
It was with considerable satisfac- 
tion that the mon who have been 
working to improve the poultry In Ma- 
son county listened to the pleased 
comment of Mr. A. 8. Chapln, of the 
Experiment Station, on the splendid 
results obtained, and the favorable 
outlook. On account of the fact that 
Mason county boasts of such a strong 
Poultry Association, and the'progress 
made in breeding Rhode Island Reds, 
Maysville Mason county Is certain to 
become the center of the Rhode Island 
Red work In eastern Kentucky. The 
only possible chance for failure lies 
In the remote possibility of loss of In- 
terest In the county. Those who have 
flockB which hive passed the official 
Inspection are offered 72 cents per 
dozen for all of the eggs which they 
can supply. This is double the price 
of the produce house, and Is infinitely 
better than selling a few scattered 
settings at a dollar or two each. Fur- 
thermore, the demand for Rhode Is- 
land eggs Is expected to steadily in- 
crease during the next few years, on 
account of the standardization work 
done In adjoining counties. We are 
far In the lead, and by continuing to 
Improve the flocks now In the county, 
and adding new ones this year, we 
shall be able to supply the major part 
of this demand at prices which will 
show a very large margin of profit. 
In the early spring, when the hens he- 
gin to lay at their best, is the time 
when the egg market drops. If you 
can sell all of your eggs at 6 cents 
each, how long will It take a hen to 
pay for the feed she ate during the 
winter? You are thus offered top 
prices at the time of maximum pro- 
duction. The standardization work is 
to include all of the counties adjoin- 
ing the mountains, so that the Rhode 
Island Reds may penetrate Into the 
district where the poultry needs im- 
provement to a greater extent than 
anywhere else in the state. 

This year the Rhode Island Red 
eggs supplied to the county will come 
as far as possible from culled and 
tested flocks in Mason county. We 
have some good Reds here— and some 
that need the axe. Which kind do you 
raise? If you want eggs call County 
Agent Kirk.
